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Continuation of 11. NOTE: Applicant's Arguments filed 9/28/08 have been fully considered but are not considered persuasive. 

With respect to applicant's arguments regarding independent claims 1 , 6, 10, 14, and 17. Applicant states that the Lim et al. reference 
fails to disclose or suggest wherein a phase locked loop for receiving a reference frequency signal and a signal output from a voltage 
controlled oscillator and for generating a control voltage for controlling the frequency of the signal output from voltage controlled oscillator. 
However, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Lim reference clearly on Fig.8 discloses a reference generator circuitry 218 inputting a 
reference frequency to the VCO (222 and 218) specifically the PLL circuitry 843 and 840 within 222, the VCO 222, will than because of the 
result of the reference voltage circuit 218 of the VCO will be inputting a signal to PLL circuitry 843 and 840, which will than generate 
controlled frequency 454 to be inputted to down converter circuitry 409. 
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
